is vastly better and for very important 
reasons. To have established imme- 
diate Free-trade with I'orto Kico would 
have taken away the easiest, method of 
raising revenue which that island must 
have, aud which it could otherwise 
only have had by an internal revenue 
act— a tax which would have been ex- 
tremely burdensome — or by direct con- 
tribution from the Treasury of the 
Catted States. This absolutely neces- 
sary revenue will now be supplied from 
the collections under the Porto Kican 
Act on all dutiable goods imported 
into the United States from Porto Kico 
or into Porto Kico trom the Cnited 
States. If this system of raising 
money is unsatisfactory to Porto Ki- 
cans they can put an end to it within 
a few months if they desire, linca the 
act authorises them to elect a legisla- 
ture and specifically provides that all 
Tariff between the United States and 
Porto Kico shall cease when that leg- 
islature shall provide the necessary 
funds for sustaining the Government 
of Porto Kico. An equally important 
result, however, of the enactment of 
this law, which retains a mere shadow 
of Tariff duties between Porto Kico and 
the United States, lies in the fact that, 
the right to determine matters of this 
character as they are reached is re- 
tained by Congress, and thus no pre- 
cedent is established by which any- 
body could claim, or the Democratic 
party can successfully assert, that 
Free-trade with the Philippines or 
other possessions of that character 
most or would logically follow, ft is 
only justice to the workinguien of the 
United States, whether on the farm, in 
i factory, the mines or elsewhere, 
should retain in its 
hand the absolute power to determine
